“This Grand Duke Nicolas was 
one of the first revolutionaries of 
Russia, and gave to the Nihilists 
(of which body I was one) as 
they were, called, one million 
roubles for the perpetration of 
terrorist acts. Io was renlly re. 
sponsible for this sum being 
raised, for I approached a rich 
Jewish uranrer in St. Petersburg, 
Rudolph. Erholz by name, and 
gave him, as a pawn guaranty, 


some costly holy ikons, set with 
diamonds, rubies, saphires, and 
pearls, worth nearly 6,000,000 
roubles.

Canzoneri, by his victory, amply avenged himaclf for his defeat 
by Berg in January last, and dashed his hopes of regaining a title 
for Britdin with o smashing right cross to the jaw after 2 minutes, 
23 seconds of fighting in the third round, 


WHIRLWIND BOUT. 


Canzoneri took the offensive 
from the start, raining a tattoo 
of blows to the herd and body 
with both fists, to which on- 
slnught the British boxer was 
unable to find an effective reply. 
Berg warmed up in the second 
round, employing whirlwind tac- 
tiea which drove the title-holder 
into a corner, where the Briton 
continued to rain in a succession 
of body blows. Canzoneri replied 
pluckily with well-directed 
awings and crosses, giving evid- 
ence that he was going for a 
knockout. 

The men mixed it freely in the 
third round, unt the deciding 
punch, from which Berg sallant- 
ly, but in vain, strove to rise, 
amidat a terrific uproar from the 
11,000 spectators. 

Prominent people at the ring- 
side included Anton Cermak, 
newly-elected Mayor of Chicago, 
Max Sechmeling, world’s heavy- 
welght champion, Young 
Stribling, prominent heavy- 
weight contender, and the Chair- 


mun of the National Boxing As- ; 


sociation, besides hundreds of 
Chicago Society people. 

Berg has only been beaten once 
previously in Americn—by Billy 
Petrollc, in 1928, — Reuter’s 
American Service. 


A Nasty Jolt.

Unfortunately 
Berg, ng tearaway fighter, has 
sever developed 1 really devastat- 
ing wallop, which is a great pity. 
Otherwise, he might now be 
champion,

Old Sergei Malinin, whose whole 
life is a conscious poring that. 
others may ree him as he wishea to 
he -seen,, and his pathetic and in- 
effectual wife Anna are the parents 
of Seryozha (Tobina), The boy 
sets out on the Jong, difficult 
journcy to Seoul to collect money 
that fs owed to his father, and Is 
accompanied by his guardian 
angel, Mr. Wilfred Chew, barrister 
of the Middle Temple, London, who 
haa been “earofully eduented in 
Christian principles at the

Chou.” He meets, awakens, and 
marries Tanya, the yirl whoac:ecald 
beauty haa been the destruction of 
her reven would-be lovers, and 
finally returns in triumph with his 
bride andthe money.

The Inndseape {4 
conveyed in passages of -exquinsite 
description and suggestion, while 
the confusion of races and tongues 
amid all the jostling life of the 
Chinese villages, {a moat vividly 
and clearly drawn. It is dimcul! 
adequately to. praise Mins Benson's 
writing, Her sense of words {4 
ko 3 delleate, the. metnphystenl 
quality oof her imagery 80 
whimaical and so right, and the 
thought so arresting by ita indi- 
viduality that the style can never 
be dercribed by any canual analysis. 
It must be felt, and even then its 


elusive beauty may ecacapo the care- 
lens ronder. All tho characters, 
including the animals, nro intensoly 
alive and very subtly suggested by 
word, gesture, and thought, 

Tho plet = moves casily and 
steadily forward at a pace that is 
sufficiently Ielaurcly to allow the 
renter to enjoy the digresatons 
which are among the bert things in 
the hook—the seene of the burial 
of the dead Russians, the episode 
of the stranded dog and buffalo, 
the constant brooding on life and 
death, and the amnzing insight into 
things that, on tho aurface, are 
amall and ordinary, but are really 
charged with tremendous [mplica- 
tlonn for those who have eyes to sce 
them rightly. 

There ia, moreover, an in all Mina 
Benson’s work, n delightful acnae 
of humour which haa enough pity 
{fo save it from cynlelam and cnough 
Iitterness to keep it far from senti- 
nentallty. Since the daya of her 
earliont novela discerning renders 
have looked forward eagerly to cach 
of her new booka; thin one will not 
disappoint them,

HE Chinese Chamber of Commerce, like the local Currency Com- 

mittee, appear to have put the cart before the horse, They 
have appointed a Committee of eight—why not nine to allow of 
the Chairman's caating vote, if necessary ?—to .“wo thoraughly Into 
the currency question before submitting a report of the views of 
the Chamber to the Currency Commissioners” sent out to the Colony 
by the Colonial Office. Meanwhile, they have discussed the ques- 
tion of stabilisation from almost every angle. 

We are informed that "the weight of opinion seemed to be 
that stabilisation, or the adoption of a gold standard in Hong Kong, 
would be unwise at.the moment.” Exactly the procedure adopted 
by the local Currency Committee! Before they had time to take 
their ‘seats: round the table and get a nodding acquaintance with 
each other, so to speak, they emphatically pronounced against 
stabilisation—and doubtless have lived to regret their impetuosity! 

Why wait for China?) The world—and: Hong ‘Kong in parti- 
cular—has been waiting for Chine for so many long years as re- 
)gards very many matters indirectly affecting the weal.of this Colony 
as to justify the conclusion that to wait for China fs like unto wait- 
‘ing for the Millenium that never shall come in our day and genern- 
tion nor in that of our successors two or three generations hereafter.

Lan T’aw Teak, 

Some people may remember Jast 
Sunday and the excessive rain 
which fell during that night and 
the following day. Well Sunday, 
April 19, was a day set apart for 
Lan T'au Peak, so up. the Penk a 
party of us went, 

The walk from Tung Chung to 
the Pluteau waa not of great mo- 
ment. Near the paddy fields at the 
bottom wero a number of plants of 
Belamcania puactata (Pardanthus 
chinenaia), a plant with leaves like 
an Uris but with orange flowers 
spotted with crimson. This apecics 
ix commonly cultivated in Hong 
Kony but {sy not yet in Mower. 

The wild, climbing, Banhinia be- 
low the nunnery which on Easter 
Saturdoy was in bud we now observ- 
ed in flower, The small white flow- 
ers were present-in great profusion. 
It is probably B, glawea. Buddha's 
lamp, Afiaaaenda erosa, with — con- 
opicuous white scpals, was flowering 
freely nnd so aluo was Strophanthits 
but the Cavsalptuiags (commonly 
called Chinese Iabernaum) were 
almost over, 

We tackled the peak along the 
same ridge as on Easter Saturday 
but the conditions were very dit.

Sir John Thornycroft on One of 
Its Effects, 


: Sir John Thornyeroft, manag. 
ing director of “Messra, J. 1 
Thornycroft and Co., Ltd. in a 
lecture before, members of the 
Royal United Service Institution, 
S.W., referred to naval limita. 
tion. : :

Objects and Reasons, 


It has been the practice to 
grant special exemption from the 
requirements of section 4 of the 
Merchant Shipping, Ordinance, to 
certain small steamers holding 
Hong Kon passenger licences 
revularly — plyingr between the 
Colony and places not open fo fen- 
eral trade. The practice would 
seem to require an amendment 
of the section, which is reluxed 
by its proviso in the case of river 
steamers arid trawlera and which 
was further relaxed in 10917, in 
the case of river steamers, for a 
period of 614 years, by Ordinance 
No. 13 of {917 and Notification 
No. 432 of 1923. Section 2 of this 
Ordinance accordingly adds a 
third proviso to section 4 (2) of 
the principal Ordinance, Section 
8 amends section 44 of the prin- 
cipnl Ordinance by substituting 
the words “such feo as the Gov- 
ernor in Council. shall pre- 
scribe” for the words “n fee of 
one dollar’ which is considered 
an inadequate sum to charge for 
the ‘informative abstract which 
is to be supplied under, the sec 
tion. “Section 4 of this’ OrdIn- 
ance is the suspending clause 
usual in the case of an Ordinance 
relating to Merchant Shipping.

Mr, Montague Napter, chairman 
of D. Napier und Son, the man who 
designed Bluo ‘Bird's engine in co- 
operntion with the firm’s staff, 
did not live, by a margin of days, 
to see the success of his plans. 

His entire interest was concen- 
trated on Campbell's attempt to 
break the record. He had been an 
invalid for ten years, but he flout. 
ed this infirmity, and was at work 
within a week or two of his death, 
Recently that work wan concerned 
exclusively with the wonderful 
merchanism which impelled Blue

He went to Cannes, and there, 
remote from Daytona and the 
engine which was his mind’a darl- 
ing, he died.

Mr. Napier was sixty years old 
—a giant of o man with a small, 
pointed beard. Ho had been an 
nrdent cyclist In his youth, and 
was a great yachtaman. A new 
yucht which was heing built for 
him is almost completed. 

Mr, Napler was one of the 
ploneers of the motor Industry. 
He began work on hia firat car in 
1897—thirty-four yenra ngo--aond 
a Napier in 1902 won tho Gordon- 
Kennett Trophy—the only British 
car that has won It.

Some people express the view 
that Mr. Snowden will reduce the 
horse-power tax. As I stated Inst 
week, this is very unlikely after 
his utterances on the present de- 
ficit. It fs cqually unlikely that 
thia tax will be Increased, as at 
present the motor industry in 
Great Britain is one of the shin- 
ing examples of an industry in- 
creasing its business in all parts 
of the world. 

Any tax that would lessen the 
chance of keeping up the home 
market sales would serve to handi- 
cap aur motor export business. 

This latter is the real chance for 
lnrger expansion of trade. The 
home trade is unlikely to exeeed 
some 300,000 motors per annum for 
ifat all. With a 
stable home market our British 
motor manufacturers can nim at 
selling an ever-increasing number 
of cars and = commercial motors 
abroad. 

We are now progressing towards 
an export of 400,000 vehicles an- 
nually, If all the hopes of the 
British motor-manufacturers and 
exporters are realised, thia total 
will be increased until 200,000 
to 500,000 British cara and heavy 
motors for goods are sold abroad 
anmanlly, 

If that goal is reached, employ- 
ment will be viven to nearly half 
tu million workers in the motor 
making districts, and I cannot. 
estimate the number of those who 
will also find work through its 
means in producing the raw 
material for necessorics, tyres, 
stecl, cast-Iron, leather, cloth and 
trimmings of the cara. 

A higher tax on motors would 
kil] any chance of thls expansion, 
now or in the future. 


JOB FOR SMILE PROOF MEN. 

It is becoming more and more 
difficult to obtain a certificate au- 
thorising one to drive no motor- 
car in the city of Paris. 

The examination to which 
asplring drivers have to submit 
is so severe that 44 per cent, of 
the candidates in one month frere 
rejected. 

The new inspector in charge 
of the examination service, M. 
Stenbock-Fermor, says that 
every candidato who shows 
awkwardness in driving or who 
commits the slightest error in 
manocuvring acar is rejected 
pitilessly. 

He is paying special attention 
to the recruiting of inspectors to 
carry out the tests and on the 
point he says: “Our inspectors 
must be of a suitable age. An 
Inspector must not be influenced 
by the smile of a pretty wo- 
man”. . 


MOTOR TAXATION: 


Restriction « on British 
Trade, 


Another effort is being made by 
the Conference of Motor Organi- 
sntions to Induce the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer to reduce the 
taxation of motor vehicles. 

A memorandum has been ad- 
dressed to Mr. Snowden on behalf 
of the twenty-one | orgnnisations 
forming the conference. It is 
signed by the Hon, Sir Arthur 
Stanley, chairman, and Br, A. 1. 
Cave, the hon. secretary of the 
conference. 

Since representations were made 
a yenr ago, 
states, a decrease in the sales and 
usage of motor vehicles has taken 
place, The burden of motor taxa- 
tion has been a substantial factor, 
it is submitted, In restricting ox- 
pansion of the manufacturing, 
distributing, and service trades, 
and rendering those trades Jess 
able to contribute to national re- 
venue, besides adding to unemploy- 
ment. 

As an exomple of the injurious 
effects of high taxation on rond 
transport, it is stated that in some 
British industries, notably the 
cottun Industry, motor taxation 
imposes the equivalent of a tax of 
from 10 per cent. to 15 per cent. 
on the transport cost of the goods 
on each journey. 

Other points made in 
memorandum are that:— 

Of the £42,400,000 yielded by 
motor taxes in 1929-30 no lors 
than 47 per cont. was taken by 
the Exchequer for purposea 
other than reads. 

Last yenr 600,000 cars and 
600,000 motor-cycles wera taken 
out of use and not licensed for 
one of More quarters, The 
numbera are growing. Lower 
taxation would encournge all- 
the-yenr use. : 

“Whilst a substantial reduction 
in motor taxation might tempor- 
arly reduco the annual revonue,” 
adds tho memorandum, “nny de- 
crease In yield would bo 
than compensated by Increased re- 
colpts due to stimulation of now 
vehicle enlos, gronter omployment 
in tho British motor and allied in- 
dustries, Incressed usage of 
vehicles now unlicensed for one or 
more quarters, greater sates of 
socond-hand-vehicles, and {mprov- 
ed export trade. 

"On the subject of the horso- 
powor tax, the conforonca en- 
dorses the view of the British 
motor manufacturers, that it ts 
the amount of tho taxatlon, rather 
than tho mothod, which precludes 
It from suggesting any alteration 
In horse-power formula.”

VICTIMS DECAPITATED,
